Experiments I nDntc Culture Hakl to 
Show Great Success. 

San Antonio, Tex., April 1-5. — The 
growing of date palms for their fruit 
is a new and rapidly developing In- 
dustry along the delta of the Rio 
Grande in Texas. 

Experts from the department of 
agriculture at Washington have made 
exhaustive experiments in this sec 
tion, with the result that they unre- 
servedly advise the planting of date 
palms In a considerable territory that 
by means of soil surveys has been 
found to he particularly adapted to 
their growth.

New York, April 15. — Bishop 

Greer of the Episcopal diocese In this 
city, set the seal of his disapproval 
upon sociological Investigations of 
tenderloin vice by clergymen when 
he deposed from the ministry today 
the Rev. W. Howard Mears, assist- 
ant curate of St. Matthew's Episco- 
pal church on Eighty-fourth street. 

Mr. Mears is the young clergyman 
who was arrested in a house on Sev- 
enth avenue on March 12, in com- 
pany with a negro woman. The 
charge against him was restating an 
ofilcer in the performance of his du- 
ty. Mears had a fight with two de- 
tectives who followed him to the 
house with the woman, and they 
locked him up. He was discharged 
the next day, after explaining that 
he had simply been gathering socio- 
logical evidence for a sermon and 
thought that the detectives were 
confederates of life woman who, he 
said, was trying to rob him. 

The court discharge wns not suf- 
ficient, however, for the officers of 
the Episcopal diocese, and subse- 
quently Bishop Greer called a boarj 
of Inqul'ry to determine more ex- 
actly the nature of the young cler- 
gyman's sociological studies than 
was brought out In court. The de- 
tectives and other witnesses In the 
ease were summoned to the Bee 
house in Lafayette street last week 
and examined. 

From the evidence adduced the 
board submitted findings to Bishop 
Greer, and upon these findings tiie 
bishop based his action today. He 
found Mr. Mears giillty of the viola- 
tion of one of his ordination vows. 

Mr. Mears at the hearing before 
the board continued to. Insist that 
there was nothing out of the way in 
his association with the negro wom- 
an, and that he went with her mere- 
ly to ascertain the methods resorted 
to ln the tenderloin. The woman has 
been doing penance at Blackwell’S 
Island on the charge of disorderly 
conduct. 

Mr. Meats' wife, a pretty young 
woman, has stood by her husband 
from the start. She was present at 
the police court hearing and before 
the board of inquiry, and has de- 
fended him to alt who have ap- 
pioached her. She corroborated her 
husband's statement that he had 
been a sociological student for some 
time. 

She knew that such Investigations 
were distasteful to her husband, but 
that they aided him in his work. . 

Mr. Mears last night mailed his 
resignation from St. Matthew's to 
the bishop.

The hark of trees 
had been their only food.
